The first is a step which llaganah 
commanders long have hesitated to 
take, even when provocation seem 
ed greatest, since it would negate 
the very meaning of their name, 
llaganah la the Hebrew word mean 
lug defense and Its motto baa been 
restraint. 
Even during the bloody phases of 
the conflict prior lo this recent de­ 
velopment.

their defense-type tactics -

when that meant taking heavier 
losses

Quite often It was obvious even to 
an amateur military obaerver that 
they arere completely vulnerable, 
dominated by equally "illegal" Arab 
positions on higher ground.
